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SUMMARY  OF  REPORT  FOR  1914. 


Situation  and  Soil. — Cambridge  is  situated  on  the 
border  of  the  Fen  land,  just  below  the  confluence 
of  several  streams  which  form  the  River  Cam. 
The  river  takes  a sharp  curve,  enclosing  on  its 
right  bank  the  larger  part  of  the  town  and 
having  on  its  left  a smaller  and  more  elevated 
portion.  A small  portion  of  the  district  to  the 
East  rests  on  chalk,  and  the  remainder  on  gault, 
which  is  capped  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  town 
by  the  gravels  and  alluvium. 

Altitude. — Varies  from  207  feet  close  to  the  Pump- 
ing Station  to  73*2  feet  at  the  top  of  Castle  Street.

Population. 

With  regard  to  the  estimates  of  population,  the 
Registrar  General  states  in  his  Quarterly  Report  for 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year  1914,  “The  population  of 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole  has  hitherto  been 
estimated  on  the  assumption  that  the  rate  of  increase 
during  1901-11  has  continued,  but  in  view  of  the  fall 
in  the  rate  of  natural  increase  since  1911  and  an 
increase  in  the  loss  by  migration,  a new  estimate  has 
been  made  for  the  middle  of  the  year  1914  based  upon 
the  returns  of  births,  deaths,  and  migration.” 

The  revised  estimated  population  of  the  Borough 
is,  therefore,  57,159,  the  population  of  the  four  regis- 


tration sub-districts  being  : —

Cambridge  Without  5,020 


The  constitution  of  the  Cambridge  population  is 
somewhat  peculiar  in  the  following  respects  : — 

1.  While  in  the  country  generally  females  only 
slightly  exceed  the  males  in  number,  in  Cambridge 
the  excess  of  females  is  distinctly  greater.  In  the  Old 
Borough  (1901  Census)  females  exceeded  the  males  at 
every  age  period  from  birth  upwards.  In  the  extended 
Borough  (1911  Census)  males  exceeded  females  under 
ten  years  of  age  only. 
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2.  As  compared  with  the  Country  generally  there 
is  an  excessive  proportion  of  the  population  living  at 
the  higher  age  periods. 

3.  The  rate  of  increase,  even  including  the  new 
areas  recently  added  is  slow,  being  nearly  4 per  cent, 
less  than  the  rate  for  the  Country  generally. 


Shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in  August 
the  population  was  increased  (1)  by  the  establishment 
of  the  1st  Eastern  General  Hospital  in  Cambridge, 
with  1,470  beds  and  a staff  of  450  ; (2)  by  the  encamp- 
ment of  the  6th  Division  in  the  town — roughly  about 
go,  000  men — during  the  months  of  August  and  Sept- 
ember ; and  (3)  1,100  men  of  the  nth  Suffolks,  since 
September  ; and  (4)  towards  the  end  of  the  year  by  the 
advent  of  the  Welsh  Division,  about  20,000  men  ; and 
(5)  by  several  hundred  Belgian  Refugees. 

These  additions  to  the  population  are  not 
reckoned  in  the  official  estimate  of  the  population,  but 
it  will  be  seen  from  the  footnote  on  page  12  that  they 
have  contributed  to  the  death-rate. 

Area  and  Density  of  Population. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  was  increased  by  the 
extension  in  1912  from  3,210  acres  to  5,457  acres. 
This  gives  a density  of  10*4  persons  per  acre. 

Marriages. 

The  number  of  marriages  during  the  year  was 
384,  equal  to  a rate  of  13*4  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
In  1913  the  number  of  marriages  in  the  Old  Borough 
was  302,  with  a marriage  rate  of  14*9.

Births. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  belonging 
to  the  Borough  was  996  (485  males  and  51 1 females). 
The  birth-rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population 
was  17*4,  which  is  2*0  lower  than  the  rate  recorded 
for  the  year  1913,  and  lower  than  the  rate  in  any  other 
year  on  record. 

The  mean-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  20*4. 

The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1914 
was  23*8  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  0*3  per 
1,000  below  the  rate  in  1913,  and  lower  than  the  rate 
in  any  other  year  on  record. 

Of  the  births  registered  72,  or  7*2  per  cent.,  were 
illegitimate,  as  compared  with  45,  or  4*0  per  cent.,  in 
1913.

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Notification  of  Births. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  requires 
that  every  birth  (including  still-births)  shall  be 
notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  within  thirty- 
six  hours.  This  Act  is  an  adoptive  one,  and  came  into 
operation  in  Cambridge  on  the  1st  July,  1909.

There  are  still  a few  persons  who  fail  to  notify 
the  occurrence  of  a birth  as  required  by  the  Act.  The 
notifications  received  are  checked  by  the  returns  of 
births  received  from  the  Registrars,  and  where  no 
notification  has  been  sent,  a circular  letter  is  sent  out 
directing  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  The 
number  of  such  letters  sent  out  during  the  year  1914 
was  1 1 2. 

Still-Births. 

The  registration  of  still-births  is  not  compulsory, 
but  no  still-born  child  may  be  interred  in  any  burial 
ground  without  a certificate  from  some  responsible 
person,  not  necessarily  a medical  practitioner.  As  a 
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matter  of  practice  such  certificates  are  generally 
signed  by  a doctor  or  midwife  in  attendance,  or  by  a 
Coroner  after  inquest. 

The  number  of  still-births  notified  under  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  was  21,  giving  a 
rate  of  2*1  per  100  births. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during 
1914  was  780,  equal  to  an  uncorrected  death-rate  of 
13*6  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Correction  must  be 
made  for  thirty-seven  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to 
the  Borough  which  occurred  outside  the  district,  viz  : — 
18  in  the  County  Asylum  at  Fulbourn,  and  19  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  These  must  be  added, 
while  89  deaths  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the 
district  must  be  substracted.  Of  these  60  occurred  in 
Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  2 in  the  Union  Workhouse, 
Cambridge,  15  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  Chesterton, 
and  12  in  other  parts  of  the  Borough.  The  corrected 
number  is  therefore  728-4  of  which  358  were  males, 
and  370  were  females.  The  death-rate  is  therefore  12*7, 
which  is  o*8  per  1,000  higher  than  the  rate  recorded  for 
the  year  1913.  After  applying  the  factor  of  correction 
•9381  the  standardised  death-rate  for  Cambridge  is  11*9. 

The  mean-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  13*3. 

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the 
year  1914  is  given  as  14*0  per  1,000,  which  is  0*2  per 
1,000  above  the  revised  rate  in  1913.

Epidemic  Mortality. 

The  deaths  belonging  to  the  chief  epidemic 
diseases  include  22  from  Diphtheria,  2 from  Enteric 
Fever,  11  from  Diarrhoea,  2 from  Measles,  and  2 from 
Whooping  Cough,  total  39,  equal  to  a death-rate 
from  these  diseases  of  o*68  per  1,000  of  the  population 
per  annum,  which  is  a lower  rate  by  0*19  than  in  the 
year  1913. 

The  mean-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  1*21, 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  of  children  under 
one  year  of  age  belonging  to  the  Borough  was  78,  four 
less  than  during  the  year  1913. 

The  Infant  mortality  rate,  or  the  proportion  of 
such  deaths  to  1,000  births,  was  78.  The  rate  for  1913 
was  73,  and  the  mean-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years 
was  96. 

The  causes  of  the  Infantile  mortality  are  set  out 
fully  in  Table  IV.  at  the  end  of  the  Report,  while  the 
relative  importance  of  the  contributory  cause  for  a 
number  of  years  is  shown  in  the  following  Table  : —

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Coroner’s  Inquests. 

Inquests  were  held  by  the  Coroner  into  the  cause 
of  35  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough. 
These  were  eventually  returned  as  due  to  Natural 
causes  in  18  cases,  Accident  or  Negligence  (such  as 
falls,  drowning,  over-laying,  poison,  &c.),  in  n cases, 
and  Suicide  in  6 cases.

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The  total  number  of  swabs  taken  in  the  schools 
was  2,555,  and  of  those  4(8  or  i*8  per  cent,  were 
positive.  In  addition  to  those  596  swabs  were  taken 
from  contacts  living  in  the  same  house  as  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  and  of  those  39  or  6‘5  per  cent,  were 
positive. 

It  is  the  practice  in  Cambridge  to  swab  teachers 
along  with  their  classes,  and  it  is  a point  of  some 
interest  and  importance  to  note  that  in  one  instance 
the  class  teacher’s  swab  was  the  only  one  which  gave 
a positive  result,  81  children  in  the  same  room  giving 
negative  results. 

In  every  case  also  a point  is  made  of  visiting  all 
children  absent  on  the  day  their  class  is  swabbed.  The 
necessity  for  this  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  out  of 
48  positive  swabs  mentioned  above  5 were  from 
absentees  who  were  swabbed  at  home.

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It  is  perhaps  advisable  here  to  give  a word  of 
warning  as  to  the  use  of  those  figures,  as  showing  the 
comparative  methods  of  treatment  at  home  or  in 
hospital.  Cases  treated  at  home  are  generally  those 
most  favourably  placed  for  home  care  and  nursing, 
but  the  figures  will  also  include  those  virulent  cases 
dying  before  removal  could  take  place.  On  the  other 
hand,  with  regard  to  hospital  cases,  the  figures  include 
cases  dying  soon  after  admission,  who  can  scarcely  be 
regarded  as  having  been  nursed  in  hospital,  and  also 
other  cases  whose  severity  constituted  grounds  for 
removal  in  order  to  obtain  the  skilled  care  not  avail- 
able in  their  own  homes. 


With  the  object  of  securing  for  all  the  benefits 
of  early  medical  advice  and  treatment,  the  following

ANTITOXIN  IN  DIPHTHERIA. 

I have  been  instructed  by  the  Health  Committee  to 
send  you  the  accompanying  memorandum  on  Antitoxin  in 
Diphtheria,  and  in  doing  so,  the  Committee  invite-the  cordial 
co-operation  of  the  Medical  Practictioners  of  Cambridge  in 
their  efforts  to  reduce  the  exceptionally  high  fatality  from 
diphtheria.  1 his  can  only  be  done  by  the  early  administration 
of  antitoxin,  and  the  arrangements  which  the  Committee 
propose  have  been  made  with  this  object  in  view. 
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In  certain  cases  where  a poor  person*  might  defer 
seeking  medical  advice  on  account  of  the  expense,  the  Council 
are  prepared  to  pay  a fee  of  2/6  for  a first  visit  for  diagnostic 
purposes.  In  the  event  of  antitoxin  being  given  to  such  a 
case,  this  fee  of  2/6  would  merge  in  the  5/-  fee  for 
administering  the  antitoxin.

ANTITOXIN  IN  DIPHTHERIA. 

The  importance  of  early  dosage  cannot  be  over-estimated, 
a delay  of  a few  hours  in  administration  of  Antitoxin  may 
make  a serious  difference  to  the  patient  : experience  shows 
that  if  every  case  could  be  treated  on  the  first  day  of  illness 
and  kept  at  rest  for  three  weeks,  very  favourable  results  would 
follow. 

If  on  clinical  grounds  the  diagnosis  appears  to  be 
certain,  even  when  removal  to  hospital  is  required,  Antitoxin 
must  be  given  without  delay.  A Culture,  which  should 
always  be  taken,  can  be  dealt  with  later. 

If  the  clinical  symptoms  warrant  the  clear  suspicion  of 
Diphtheria,  do  not  await  the  residt  of  a Culture,  but  administer 
a full  dose  of  Antitoxin  at  otice. 

The  Town  Council  has  agreed  to  pay  a fee  of  5s.  for  the 
administration  of  Antitoxin  to  cases  where  the  Doctor 
considers  it  necessary,  on  the  understanding  that  this  will  be 
only  for  persons  unable  to  pay  such  for  themselves. 
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DOSAGE. 

The  following  rules  should  be  followed,  having  regard 
to  the  type  of  Diphtheria  at  present  in  the  Town. 

The  minimum  therapeutic  dose  should  be  taken  as 
4,000  units  of  Antitoxin  serum  irrespective  of  age  ; 
Diphtheria  is  more  severe  in  young  children,  so  that  large 
doses  are  necessary,  and  may  be  administered  without  ill 
effect. 

On  the  first  day  of  illness  the  dose  should  not  be  less  than  4,000  units. 

,,  second  ,,  „ ,,  6,000  units. 

„ third  or  later  ,,  ,,  ,,  8,000  units. 

In  the  more  severe  cases  the  maximum  dose  should  be 
repeated  in  12  hours  if  the  membrane  has  not  begun  to 
separate. 

In  mild  cases  seen  early,  one  dose  may  be  sufficient. 

The  administration  of  a sufficient  dose  of  Serum  at  an 
early  date  greatly  reduces  the  risk  of  severe  paralysis  during 
convalescence.

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The  increased  number  of  notifications  in  May  was 
caused  by  an  outbreak  among  the  children  attending 
the  Richmond  Road  School.  On  May  18th,  after  the 
receipt  of  a message  from  the  Head  Mistress,  all  the 
children  were  examined,  and  a boy  who  had  been 
absent  on  April  27th  and  28th  with  a “cold”  was 
found  to  be  desquamating.  Other  nine  children 
attending  this  school  sickened  with  Scarlet  Fever 
between  May  16th  and  23rd.  In  addition  to  the 
school  cases,  but  associated  with  them,  were  four 
others,  making  a total  of  17  cases  in  this  outbreak. 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  then  remained  low 
until  November,  the  rise  being  then  maintained  until 
the  end  of  December.  Six  of  the  cases  notified  during 
November  were  unrecognised  until  desquamation 
began,  the  period  elapsing  before  recognition  varying 
from  three  weeks  to  a month.  Three  of  them  were 
found  desquamating  in  school,  and  one  of  those  three 
was  also  found  in  the  Public  Market  in  the  centre  of 
the  town  on  market  day.  The  father  of  this  child  was 
prosecuted  for  wilful  exposure  and  fined  £2.

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Administrative  Action  following  upon  Notification. — 
By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  since  the 
appointment  of  a Tuberculosis  Officer  and  Nurse  by 
the  County  Council,  all  duties  of  home  visitation  and 
supervision  have  been  transferred  to  those  officers 
since  July,  1914.  The  notifications  received  are  trans- 
mitted weekly  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  the 
cases  are  visited  and  reported  upon  by  the  County 
Nurse,  copies  of  her  reports  being  forwarded  to  the 
Borough  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  information 
and  for  any  necessary  action  in  any  matters  requiring 
the  intervention  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  examination  of  sputa,  the  remedying  of 
insanitary  conditions,  distribution  of  disinfectants, 
sputum  boxes  and  paper  handkerchiefs,  and  the  disin- 
fection of  bedding  and  premises  remain  in  the  hands 
of  the  Borough. 

It  will  be  readily  understood  that  there  must  of 
necessity  be  a continual  interchange  between  the  two 
departments  concerned,  with  an  unavoidable  amount 
of  the  usual  objections  to  a system  of  dual  control 
The  one  exception  happily  to  those  objections  is,  I am 
pleased  to  record,  an  entire  absence  of  friction  or 
unpleasantness.  It  must  be  admitted  however  that  a 
change  of  personnel  might  readily  destroy  the  present 
smooth  working  of  what  is  at  best  an  almost 
necessarily  defective  working  arrangement.

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Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  and  Anterior 

Poliomyelitis. 

In  August  a notification  of  Cerebro-Spinal 
Meningitis  was  received,  but  after  it  had  been  under 
observation  for  some  time  the  diagnosis  was  altered 
to  Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  The  patient  was  an  under- 
graduate, a member  of  the  Officers’  Training  Corps. 
He  had  gone  home  to  Somerset  at  the  end  of  the 
summer  term  and  remained  there  until  called  up  for 
duty  on  the  outbreak  of  war.  The  patient  sickened 
about  a week  or  ten  days  afterwards  while  at  Bishops 
Stortford  and  was  then  brought  to  a Nursing  Home 
in  Cambridge. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

This  disease  became  notifiable  by  order  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  throughout  England  and 
Wales  from  the  ist  April,  1914. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  n,  and  in  all 
of  them  early  medical  treatment  was  obtained,  either 
privately  or  at  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital.  In  none  did 
any  permanent  injury  to  eyesight  result. 

Other  Notifiable  Diseases. 

No  case  of  Small-pox,  Cholera,  Typhus  Fever, 
Relapsing  Fever,  or  Continued  Fever  has  been 
notified  during  the  year.

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Housing*. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to 
the  insufficient  supply  of  houses  at  low  rents,  and  in 
my  Report  for  1913  (page  71)  it  was  stated  that  there 
were  only  30  unoccupied  houses  below  £16  rent.  The 
scarcity  has  been  even  more  acute  during  the  year 
1914  as  it  was  found  that  in  June  there  were  only  19 
unoccupied  houses  below  £"15  per  annum.  The  houses 
built  by  the  Corporation  in  Stanley  Road  are  fully 
occupied,  and  during  the  year  a beginning  was  made 
by  the  Corporation  with  12  houses  in  Victoria  Road. 

The  Borough  Surveyor  (Mr.  Julian  Julian)  has 
kindly  supplied  me  with  a plan  (reproduced  here)  and 
the  following  note  regarding  those  houses  : — 

These  cottages,  now  in  course  of  erection,  are 
situated  in  a thickly  populated  working  class 
neighbourhood,  on  almost  the  highest  land  in 
the  Borough. 

There  will  be  twelve  cottages  arranged  in 
two  blocks  of  six.  Each  cottage  contains,  on  the 
ground  floor,  a front  sitting-room  with  bay 
window,  a living-room  13ft.  X 10ft.  gin.,  scullery 
with  copper  and  coal  store,  and  a w.c.  at  the  rear 
which  can  be  reached  under  cover. 

On  the  first  floor  are  three  bedrooms,  the 
front  one  14ft.  2in.  X 10ft.  pin.  and  the  back 
rooms  13ft.  X 9ft.  2in.  and  9ft.  ioin.  X 7ft.  6in. 
respectively. 

Each  house  will  have  a small  space  at  the 
rear,  and  a garden  60ft.  X 17ft.  pin. 
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It  is  proposed  to  charge  a rent  of  5s.  6d.  per  week 
for  these  cottages,  the  occupiers  paying  the  rates. 

The  Town  Council  has  also  approved  plans  by  a 
firm  of  Architects  (Messrs.  Myers  & Spalding)  for 
twelve  cottages  in  three  blocks  in  Stanley  Road.

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Scavenging*. 

Street  scavenging  and  the  removal  of  house  refuse 
are  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  department. 
A daily  collection  of  refuse  is  made  in  the  centre  of 
the  town,  and  in  the  other  parts  the  refuse  is  removed 
two,  three,  and  in  some  streets  four  times  a week. 

Since  1895  all  the  refuse  has  been  burned  in  a 
Majilove  Alliott’s  six  cell  destructor,  adjoining  the 
sewage  pumping  station  on  the  river  side. 

The  amount  of  refuse  destroyed  varies  greatly 
from  month  to  month,  the  greatest  quantity  being  got 
in  the  winter  during  full  term,  and  the  least  in 
summer  out  of  term. 

Water  Supply. 

The  public  water  supply  is  obtained  from  deep 
wells  to  the  East  of  Cambridge  at  Cherryhinton  and 
Fulbourn,  owned  by  the  Cambridge  University  and 
Town  Waterworks  Company.  Most  of  the  supply  is 
obtained  from  the  Lower  Chalk,  a small  amount 
being  got  from  the  Greensand.  The  average  daily 
consumption  per  head  is  26  gallons. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  31  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  two 
having  gone  out  of  occupation  during  the*  year. 
Fifteen  are  licensed  (four  annually)  and  sixteen  are 
registered. 

The  total  number  of  visits  of  inspection  paid 
during  the  year  was  2,927,  and  the  premises  were 
found  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
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As  in  previous  years,  since  the  formation  of  their 
Insurance  Association,  much  assistance  has  been  given 
by  the  butchers  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of 
any  doubtful  carcases. 

Of  the  thirty-one  butchers  in  Cambridge,  twenty- 
nine  are  members  of  the  Vigilance  Insurance  Society. 
Seventeen  are  insured  for  beef  and  pork,  three  for  pork 
only,  and  nine  for  beef  only. 

The  amount  of  meat  and  other  food  found  to  be 
unsound  is  shown  in  the  tabular  statement  on  page  84.

Routine  veterinary  inspection  of  the  dairy  cattle 
in  the  Borough  was  commenced  during  the  year,  Mr. 
Banham,  F.R.C.V.S.,  being  appointed  for  the  purpose. 
The  first  inspection  was  made  early  in  the  Spring  and 
the  second  during  the  Autumn.  Twenty-seven  herds, 
comprising  332  cows,  were  examined. 

As  a result  of  those  inspections,  ten  samples  of 
milk  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli,  with  negative 
results. 

In  the  concluding  paragraph  of  Mr.  Banham’s 
report,  reference  was  made  to  the  need  for  greater 
cleanliness  and  care  of  the  cows  and  also  to  the 
advantage  to  be  gained  by  the  wearing  of  washable 
overalls  by  all  milkers  and  the  washing  of  the  cows’ 
udders  and  the  milker’s  hands  before  commencing 
milking.  A circular  letter  was  addressed  to  all  cow- 
keepers in  the  Borough,  drawing  their  attention  to 
those  remarks. 

The  total  number  of  samples  of  milk  examined 
for  tubercle  bacilli  during  the  year  was  28.  All  the 
samples  turned  out  to  be  negative, 
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*The  Milk  and  Dairies  Act,  1914,  which  comes  into 
operation  on  1st  October,  1915,  makes  considerable 
changes  in  the  law  relating  to  milk  supplies.  Up  to 
the  present  time  the  Town  Council  has  exercised 
control  over  the  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk  shops 
within  the  area  of  the  Borough  and  have  improved 
their  machinery  considerably  of  late  with  this  object 
in  view  ; and  as  mentioned  above  recently  appointed 
a Veterinary  Surgeon  for  the  purpose  of  periodically 
examining  dairy  cattle  in  the  Borough. 

The  new  Act  contains  important  provisions  re- 
lating to  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  tuberculous 
milk  and  gives  to  Councils  of  Counties  and  County 
Boroughs,  and  also  if  the  Local  Government  Board  so 
order,  to  the  Councils  of  Non- County  Boroughs, 
power  to  stop  the  supply  of  milk  likely  to  cause 
tuberculosis. 

In  view  of  the  completeness  of  the  arrangements 
now  existing  in  the  Borough  for  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  it  would  appear  to  be  highly 
desirable  that  County  Borough  powers  should  be 
conferred  upon  the  Borough  for  the  purpose  of  the 
Act.  The  unnecessary  duplication  of  machinery 
which  now  exists  in  connection  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Midwives  Act,  the  Notification  of  Births 
Act,  the  notification  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  the 
Mental  Deficiency  Act,  and  the  supervision  of  Tuber- 
culosis would  thus  be  avoided. 


Note. — At  the  time  of  writing  a Bill  had  been  introduced  into  Parliament 
with  the  object  of  postponing  the  operation  of  the  Act  for  the  duration 
of  the  war. 
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With  regard  to  the  expenses  of  Local  Authorities 
under  the  Act,  in  the  case  of  a County  Council 
these  shall  be  defrayed  “ out  of  the  County  fund  as 
expenses  for  general  County  purposes,  or  if  an  Order  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  do  directs  as  respects 
any  such  expenses  as  expenses  for  special  County 
puposes  charged  on  such  part  of  the  County  as  may 
be  provided  by  the  Order.”  In  the  case  of  a Municipal 
Borough  the  expenses  shall  be  defrayed  “ as  part  of 
their  general  expenses  incurred  in  the  execution  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts.”

Seven  vendors  (of  nine  samples)  were  prosecuted 
and  fined  for  selling  milk  not  up  to  the  standard. 

In  one  instance  the  vendor  was  warned.  The 
supply  was  from  a farmer  in  the  County,  and  the 
County  Inspector  being  informed  he  secured  four 
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samples  showing  respectively  23,  19,  16  and  12  per 
cent,  of  added  water  ; there  were  four  convictions 
with  fines  and  costs  amounting  to  £9  16s.  od. 

In  another  case  the  defence  was  that  the  wrong 
owner  had  been  summoned.  The  man  who  actually 
sold  the  sample  to  the  Inspector  said  he  worked  for 
A.B.  with  whom  he  lodged.  A.B.  said  he  worked  for 
the  brother  B.B.  The  cans  belonging  to  both  A.B. 
and  B.B.  were  mixed,  together  and  bore  a variety  of 
initials.  Eventually  B.B.  agreed  to  accept  responsi- 
bility and  was  convicted. 

One  formal  sample  of  Brandy  was  below  the 
limit ; the  vendor  was  warned. 

Samples  have  been  taken  “ in  course  of  delivery  ” 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  Workhouse,  the  1st 
Eastern  General  Hospital,  and  to  the  troops  at  the 
Cherry hinton  Huts.  There  have  also  been  “ appeals 
to  the  cow,”  Nos.  37  and  38,  when  each  sample  showed 
3*00  per  cent,  of  fat. 

In  addition  to  these,  one  sample  of  preservative 
and  three  samples  of  milk  prepared  with  this 
preservative  were  submitted  for  experimental  purposes. 
The  makers  claimed  such  addition  could  not  be 
detected.  A trace  of  Sodium  Eluoride  was  found  in 
the  sample  analysed  the  same  day,  also  in  the  sample 
ten  days  later,  but  no  trace  five  days  later  still.

The  number  of  infants  visited  during  1914  was 
752,  as  compared  with  803  in  1913. 

The  proportion  entirely  breast-fed  is  65  per  cent.

Of  the  185  children  fed  wholly  or  partly  on  cows’ 
milk,  183  had  the  milk  boiled  or  sterilised,  and  33  of 
these  had  milk  powder  in  addition. 

Thirty  of  the  children  reported  on  had  milk 
powder  only. 

Among  the  bottle-fed  babies,  142  were  found  at 
the  hrst  visit  to  have  bottles  with  teats  only,  and  7 
had  bottles  with  long  tubes  and  teats. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors 
to  the  Infants  born  during  the  year  was  3,569.  In 
addition,  1750  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to 
children  born  in  1913.  In  477  cases  between  five  and 
fifteen  visits,  and  in  15  cases  between  15  and  20  visits 
were  paid  to  a child. 

Matters  of  domestic  sanitation  are  dealt  with,  and 
where  any  conditions  beyond  remedy  by  the  tenants 
themselves  are  found  they  are  reported  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 
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Mothers’  School  and  Infant  Consultations. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  League  for  Physical 
Education  and  Improvement,  infant  consultations  are 
now  held  at  the  following  centres  once  a week,  with 
the  exception  of  Centre  No.  2,  where  they  are  held 
once  a fortnight.

The  Milk  Depot  at  34  Newmarket  Road,  mentioned 
in  previous  reports,  was  given  up  in  May,  1914,  the 
experiment  of  using  dried  milk  in  place  of  pasteurized 
milk  having  proved  completely  successful.  The  dried 
milk  is  now  distributed  from  the  Consultation  Centres 
and  is  supplied  to  mothers  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Physician  attending,  at  cost  price. 

An  important  development  of  the  work  of  infant 
welfare  has  taken  place  in  extending  this  work  to 
children  under  school  age,  and  the  Committee 
responsible  for  the  work  reports  a most  satisfactory 
growth  and  development  of  mothers’ -school  work 
during  the  year. 

Classes  for  Mothers  are  held  at  other  centres,  and 
instruction  is  given  by  voluntary  workers  in  sewing, 
cutting  out,  knitting,  and  cooking,  while  talks  on 
home  nursing  and  mother  craft  with  practical  instruc- 
tions in  bandaging,  etc.,  have  been  given  weekly.  At 
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the  White  Ribbon  Coffee  Tavern  the  attendances 
were  so  large  that  the  class  removed  to  larger  premises 
in  Nelson  Street. 

On  June  5th  a competition  was  held  in  the  Nelson 
Street  room  for  the  members  of  the  Mothers’  Schools 
and  was  a great  success.  Sixty  members  were  present 
and  about  60  children  from  1 month  to  5 years  old.

The  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  is  situated  in 
Mill  Road,  close  to  the  Borough  Boundary,  on  a piece 
of  land  having  an  area  of  nearly  four  acres. 

The  accommodation  for  Small  Pox  cases  consists 
of  two  blocks  situated  in  Coldham’s  Lane  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Chesterton,  just  beyond  the  Borough 
Boundary. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  has  undergone 
considerable  extension  during  the  year  by  the 
addition  of  two  new  ward  blocks  and  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  administrative  block.

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The  accommodation  now  provided  consists  of  : — 

(1)  An  Administrative  Block  with  23  bedrooms. 

(2)  A block  consisting  of  single  rooms  suitable  for 

private  patients. 

(3)  One  twelve-bed  block  with  two  wards. 

(4)  Attached  to  this  at  the  back  are  three  small  rooms 

with  kitchen,  etc.,  suitable  for  observation  or 
special  cases. 

(5)  A six-bed  block  with  two  wards. 

(6)  An  eight-bed  block  with  two  wards. 

(7)  A new  block  of  cruciform  shape  with  large  central 

duty  room  and  four  radiating  arms,  each  of 
which  contains  three  single-bed  wards  separated 
from  one  another  by  plate-glass  partitions. 

(8)  A second  new  block  consisting  of  two  wards  and 

two  single-bed  side  rooms  to  contain  14  beds, 
with  large  day-room  above  the  entrance. 

Both  of  the  new  blocks  are  provided  with  broad 
verandahs  all  round,  on  to  which  the  wards  open 
directly,  so  that  patients’  beds  can  be  easily  wheeled 
into  the  open  air. 

The  plans  for  the  new  wards  were  prepared  by 
Mr.  C.  Chart,  of  Chart  Sons  & Reading,  Croydon,  and 
for  the  administrative  block  by  Mr.  Julian  Julian,  the 
Borough  Surveyor.  The  builders  were  Messrs.  Clarke 
Bros.,  of  Cambridge. 

The  total  accommodation  at  2,000  cubic  feet  per 
head  is  now  62.

Report  upon  an  Outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning. 


Public  Health  Department, 

Guildhall,  Cambridge, 

June  23RD,  1914. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 

Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  leave  to  report  upon  an  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning,  the  result  of  a dinner  given  by  the  Scientific 
Instrument  Company  to  employees  and  friends  in  con- 
nection with  the  opening  of  a recent  extension  of  the 
Company’s  premises. 

The  dinner  took  place  at  6-30  p.m.  on  the  evening 
of  Saturday,  May  23rd,  on  the  Company’s  own 
premises  in  Chesterton  Road,  Cambridge. 

There  were  210  persons  present  mainly  employees, 
but  including  also  Directors,  their  wives  and  a few 
friends.  Nearly  all  those  live  in  Cambridge,  but  a few 
came  from  other  places. 
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The  first  notification  of  cases  of  illness  was  made 

by  Dr.  S on  Tuesday  evening,  the  26th  May, 

although  on  the  day  before,  the  Purveyor  had  already 
made  some  enquiries  himself  into  a rumour  which  he 
had  heard  of  sickness  following  upon  the  dinner. 

Enquiry  was  made  into  the  outbreak  on  Wednes- 
day morning,  and  subsequently,  and  with  the  exception 
of  14,  information  as  to  health  after  the  dinner  was 
obtained  from  those  who  were  present. 

Number  of  Cases  Of  the  196  questioned  on  the 
subject  it  appears  that  95  or  48  per  cent,  had  symptoms 
of  illness. 

Time  of  Onset : — The  first  case  sickened  between 
10-30  and  11  p.m.  that  night,  i.e.,  from  4 to  5 hours 
after  the  dinner. 

The  larger  number  (55)  sickened,  however,  on  the 
day  following  (the  27th  May),  from  12  to  24  hours  after 
the  dinner. 

On  Monday,  28  more  became  ill  ; on  Tuesday, 
9 sickened  ; while  in  2 cases  the  precise  time  of  sicken- 
ing is  uncertain. 


Symptoms  : — The  first  indications  of  illness  were 
in  most  of  the  cases  headache  and  sickness  followed  by 
abdominal  pain  and  diarrhoea.  Symptoms  complained 
of  by  one  or  two  only  were  giddiness,  cramp,  or  pains 
in  the  limbs,  stiffness  of  the  neck,  sore  throat,  drowsi- 
ness, rash  on  the  face,  headache  only,  or  sickness  only. 
In  one  case  there  was  some  delirium. 


Ill 


The  temperature  in  the  few  cases  in  which  it  was 
taken,  does  not  seem  to  have  run  much  higher  than 
ioo  deg.  F.,  with  the  exception  of  one  case  in  which  a 
temperature  of  102  deg.  F.  was  recorded. 

The  illness  in  the  majority  of  the  cases  was  of  a 
comparatively  trifling  character,  the  symptoms  lasting 
only  a day  or  so,  and  none  of  the  cases  were  fatal.  In 
only  17  were  the  symptoms  such  that  medical  advice 
was  sought. 

Sex  : — Excluding  the  14  already  mentioned  from 
whom  the  information  could  not  be  obtained,  there 
were  at  the  table  163  males  of  whom  81  became  sick, 
and  33  females  of  whom  4 became  sick,  included 
among  those  were  23  husbands  and  wives,  7 were 
sick  together,  1 1 escaped  together,  while  in  5 instances 
only  one  partner  was  sick.

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Information  as  to  what  was  eaten  was  obtained 
from  196  of  those  present  at  the  dinner  ; the  others 
were  people  who  came  from  a distance  from  whom  the 
information  could  not  readily  be  obtained, 

The  analysis  table  showing  the  articles  which  each 
person  had  partaken  of  is  too  large  to  reproduce  here, 
but  a careful  examination  of  it  showed  that  nearly 
everyone  partook  of  soup  and  fish. 

There  were  only  five  who  did  not  take  soup,  and 
of  these  two  (both  females)  became  ill,  one  on  Sunday 
night,  just  twenty-four  hours  after  the  dinner.  The 
symptoms  were  first  a feeling  of  discomfort  followed  by 
vomiting,  abdominal  pain  and  diarrhoea.  The  second 
suffered  from  diarrhoea  which  commenced  on  Monday. 

It  is  thus  possible  to  exclude  the  soup  as  the 
source  of  the  trouble. 

With  regard  to  the  salmon  there  were  only  four 
who  did  not  have  any.  None  of  those  were  ill.  One 
of  those  four  is  included  also  among  those  who  had  no 
soup. 

The  evidence  incriminating  the  salmon  is  there- 
fore : — 

1.  Everyone  who  became  ill  had  eaten  salmon. 
There  was  no  exception  to  this. 

2.  Those  who  did  not  eat  salmon  escaped  entirely. 

3.  With  regard  to  every  other  article  on  the  Menu 
it  was  possible  to  prove  that  there  were  people  sick  who 
had  not  eaten  one  or  other  of  those  articles,  e.g.,  seventy- 
nine  of  those  attacked  had  not  eaten  any  pressed  beef, 
eighty  had  not  eaten  veal  and  ham  pie,  and  so  on  with 
every  single  article  on  the  Menu. 
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4-  It  was  also  suggested  that  possibly  it  was  not  the 
salmon  itself  but  the  mayonnaise  sauce  that  was  impli- 
cated, but  twenty-five  of  the  cases  had  not  taken  any  of 
this  sauce. 

5.  In  the  same  way  every  article  was  excluded 
except  the  salmon,  and  everyone  questioned  about  its 
quality  thought  it  was  particularly  fine.  There  was 
nothing  unusual  in  its  appearance,  flavour  or  smell,  but 
as  is  pointed  out  by  Dr.  Savage  in  his  report  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  on  Food  Poisoning,  this  is  the 
general  rule  in  such  outbreaks. 

Origin  of  the  Salmon : — Three  salmon  weighing 
561bs  were  consigned  from  Messrs.  Gordon  Stuart  & 
Co.,  Liverpool,  to  Mr.  J.  V.  Pryor,  Fishmonger,  Cam- 
bridge. and  were  received  by  him  on  Thursday  evening, 
the  2 1 st  May. 

They  were  delivered  to  the  Purveyor  the  following 
afternoon  and  were  cooked  between  7 and  8 p.m.  that 
night. 

The  fish  were  divided  into  two  and  were  boiled 
one  after  the  other  in  the  same  copper  pan.  They 
were  handled  only  by  the  Chef  and  were  boiled  for 
half-an-hour.  After  standing  about  twenty  minutes  to 
drain  they  were  placed  in  the  cooling  room  where  they 
stood  for  about  an  hour  and  a half  before  being  put  in 
the  ice  box.  The  following  afternoon  about  3 o’clock 
they  were  taken  out  and  sent  to  the  dinner. 

The  fish  apparently  were  perfectly  normal  in 
appearance,  taste  and  smell  when  received  by  the  fish- 
monger and  cook. 
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There  was  sufficient  salmon  left  over  from  the 
dinner  to  be  eaten  by  eight  or  nine  people  on  the 
Sunday  and  Monday  following  ; none  of  those  were 
ill  and  they  state  that  the  fish  were  exceedingly  fine. 

Both  Thursday  and  Friday,  the  21st  and  22nd 
May,  were  exceptionally  hot  days,  and  on  Friday  night 
there  was  a severe  thunderstorm. 

The  diners  sat  at  three  tables,  and  were  served 
from  two  small  tables  at  opposite  ends  of  the  dining 
room,  as  shown  on  plan.

The  waiters  from  each  end  went  only  half  way 
down  each  table.  Those  who  were  sick  were  not 
confined  to  one  side,  but  were  scattered  indiscriminately 
about  the  tables  on  both  sides  of  the  room.  This  may 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  fish  had  been  halved  for 
cooking,  so  that  portions  of  the  same  fish  may  have 
been  at  both  ends  of  the  room,  and  been  eaten  by 
people  served  by  different  waiters. 
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By  the  time  the  Purveyor  was  seen  on  the 
Wednesday  morning,  the  only  remains  of  the  dinner 
were  a few  fragments  of  salmon.  These  were  taken  to 
Dr.  Graham  Smith,  the  Borough  Bacteriologist,  whose 
report  follows  : — 

About  a dozen  small  pieces  of  salmon  were  handed 
to  me  on  May  26th,  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Laird.  Small  portions 
from  each  piece  were  taken  and  an  emulsion  made  from 
them  in  salt  solution.  From  this  emulsion  several 
MacConkey  plates  containing  lactose-bile  salt,  neutral  red 
medium  were  sown,  some  with  large  quantities.  After 
48  hours  incubation  very  few  colonies  developed  on  any 
of  the  plates.  With  one  exception  all  were  acid-forming 
colonies  belonging  to  B Coli.  group.  The  one  nonlactose 
fermenter  was  isolated,  and  tested  with  glucose,  lactose, 
saccharose,  dextrin,  dulcite,  sorbite  acid  salacin,  in  liquid 
media,  but  fermented  none  of  these  substances.  The 
organism,  therefore,  did  not  belong  to  the  Gaertner  food 
poisoning  group.  Anaerobic  cultures  produced  no  organisms 
of  the  bolutinus  type.  Two  mice  were  fed  on  portions  of 
each  piece  of  salmon.  One  remained  well,  but  the  other, 
which  ate  a very  large  quantity,  died  in  forty-eight  hours. 
Cultures  from  its  blood  and  organs  remained  sterile, 
indicating  that  a Gaertner  type  of  organism  was  probably 
not  present  in  the  salmon  examined.  Finally  an  inocula- 
tion of  some  of  the  filtered  emulsion  gave  negative  results. 

It,  therefore,  seems  improbable  that  a food-poisoning 
organism  or  its  toxins  was  present  in  the  samples  examined.

Dr.  Dixon,  by  means  of  chemical  examinations,  was 
unable  to  find  any  ptomaines.

It  is  extremely  unfortunate  that  the  salmon  had  so 
completely  disappeared  by  the  time  the  enquiry  took 
place. 
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It  is  quite  possible  that  the  small  fragments 
examined  by  Dr.  Graham  Smith  may  have  belonged  to 
a fish  which  was  quite  unaffected.  The  three  fish 
weighed  nearly  6olbs.,  and  as  48%  of  the  diners  were 
affected,  if  one  or  one-and-a-half  fish  were  affected  this 
would  be  sufficient  to  account  for  all  the  cases. 

With  regard  to  the  time  when  infection  of  the  fish 
took  place,  this  point  also  is  left  undecided.  The 
varying  incubation  periods  of  the  cases  (from  4 or  5 
hours  to  3 days)  point  to  a bacterial  infection  and 
suggest  strongly  that  the  fish  became  infected  after 
cooking,  yet  there  appeared  to  be  nothing  unusual  about 
the  kitchen  staff  or  the  premises  themselves. 

The  only  person  who  handled  the  fish  after 
cooking  was  the  chef  himself. 

The  kitchen  is  an  underground  one,  and  both  the 
lighting  and  ventilation  are  rather  defective.  The 
cooking  room  in  which  the  fish  stood  for  an  hour  and  a 
half  after  cooking  stands  just  underneath  the  pavement 
of  a small  side  passage,  and  dust  might  possibly  find 
its  way  from  there  into  the  cooling  room. 

Another  point  of  interest  in  this  outbreak  is  the 
fact  that  it  was  fresh  salmon  which  appeared  to  be  the 
source  of  the  trouble.  In  Dr.  Savage’s  report  to  the 
Local  Government  Board,  there  is  no  instance  of  an 
outbreak  from  flesh  foods  of  a similar  character.  Out 
of  66  British  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  from  flesh 
foods  only  six  were  due  to  fish,  four  being  due  to  tinned 
salmon,  one  to  “fish,”  and  one  to  kippers.  In  the  41 
Continental  outbreaks  from  flesh  foods,  two  were  due 
to  “ fish.”

After  three  years  of  comparative  freedom  from  the 
disease,  Measles  became  epidemic  again  towards  the 
end  of  1914,  the  first  case  being  notified  on  November 
10th. 

From  that  date  up  to  March  15th,  1915,  511  cases 
were  notified  by  School  Teachers. 

The  numbers  notified  each  month  were  : To  the 
end  of  November,  3 ; December,  22  ; January,  62  ; 
February,  238;  and  March  1st— 15th,  186.

b rom  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  disease  occurs 
with  great  regularity  every  three  or  four  years,  and 
that  the  cyclical  wave  was  now  due. 
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In  addition  to  the  accumulation  since  1911  of  a 
susceptible  population  of  young  children,  the  spread 
of  the  disease  at  the  present  time  has  no  doubt  been 
considerably  accelerated  by  the  presence  of  about 
20,000  men  of  the  Welsh  Division,  who  have  been 
billeted  in  private  houses  since  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  result  has  been  to  reduce  sleeping  accommodation 
and  in  some  cases  to  cause  overcrowding,  with  conse- 
quently greatly  diminished  chances  of  a sick  child 
being  satisfactorily  isolated  at  home.  Many  of  the 
troops  have  contracted  the  disease  and  in  this  way 
also  they  have  assisted  directly  in  the  dissemination  of 
infection. 


Preventive  M easures  : - 

1.  The  disease  is  not  notifiable  under  the 
Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Acts,  but  notification 
of  school  cases  by  head  teachers  has  been  in  operation 
in  Cambridge  since  1906. 

2.  Visitation  by  School  Nurses  :■ — All  cases  notified 
are  visited  by  the  two  School  Nurses  employed  by 
the  Education  Committee  in  order 

(a)  to  verify  diagnosis, 

(b)  enquire  into  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and 

(c)  to  advise  parents  as  to  isolation,  abstention  from 

school  attendance,  etc. 

This  advice  is  supplemented  by  printed  leaflets  which 
are  distributed  by  the  School  Nurses  and  the  three 
Health  Visitors. 
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3-  Exclusion  from  School  : —All  cases  and  all 
contacts  in  the  same  house  (with  the  exception  of  the 
older  children  not  attending  Infant  Schools,  who  have 
already  had  measles)  are  excluded  for  a month  from 
the  date  of  the  last  case. 

4.  School  Closure: — This  is  not  regarded  as  a 
measure  of  prevention  of  great  importance  but  has  been 
resorted  to  mainly  upon  educational  grounds,  and 
also  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  preventing  spread  to 
other  schools.  During  the  present  outbreak  the  schools 
in  well  defined  areas  have  as  far  as  possible  been 
closed  simultaneously,  and  if  the  notifications  received 
after  re-opening  are  to  be  taken  as  a criterion,  the 
results  have  been  satisfactorv  on  the  whole. 

j 

5.  Disinfection  : — No  routine  disinfection  of 
houses  or  fomites  is  possible,  but  the  opportunity  has 
been  taken  of  cleansing  and  disinfecting  schools  which 
have  been  closed. 

6.  Prevention  of  Mortality  : — No  cases  have  been 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  from  the  civil 
population,  but  all  cases  among  the  troops  have  been 
removed  to  hospital.  In  order  to  accommodate  these 
cases  the  Small  Pox  Huts  have  been  used  in  addition 
to  a small  block  available  at  the  ordinary  Isolation 
Hospital. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  the  extension  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital  now  approaching  completion  is 
ready,  we  shall  be  able  in  future  to  remove  selected 
cases  for  nursing  and  isolation. 
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F or  several  years  past,  whenever  Measles  has  become 
epidemic  the  services  of  a District  Nurse  have  been 
available  for  nursing  cases  at  home.  Cases  are  attended 
by  her  upon  the  request  of  the  Medical  Practitioner 
in  the  Borough  ; or  whenever  they  are  notified  to  her  by 
District  Visitors  or  parents  themselves.  This  is  now 
the  third  epidemic  during  which  a District  Nurse  has 
been  set  apart  specially  for  this  work,  and  much  good 
has  resulted.  It  is  to  be  feared  however  that  there  are 
still  very  many  cases  where  no  Doctor  or  Nurse  is 
called  in,  where  parents  are  still  too  careless  and 
indifferent  about  a disease  known  to  them  as  “only 
Measles.”
